In this he has 
been backed up by the late royalists, 
who have everything to gain from the 
admission to .suffrage of 25,000 Japanese 
of the lower orders. The former royal­ 
ists have given up the Quee.i’s cause 
as hopeless. They realize th a t they 
m ay, 
however, 
again 
rise to power 
either through the admission to suffrage 
of the Japanese or by annexation to 
the United States. Coming into this 
country, if granted the rights of state­ 
hood and not treated as a territory, 
Haw aii would have absolutely free suf­ 
frage. K anakas. Japanese, and whites 
■would be on an equality a t the polls, 
and the intelligent whites, forming but 
a fraction of the country, would be out­ 
voted and compelled to take back seats. 
Hence it comes th at the royalists are 
one by one coming out openly for a n ­ 
nexation. The advices from Hawaii 
indicate th a t President Dole and his 
cabinet are seriously alarmed over the 
outlook, and fear a concerted attem pt 
to throw the Islands into a political con­ 
dition which would be far worse than 
the south in carpet-bagging days.

wife. "They were m arried.” she said, 
"in this city last year and shortly after 
removed to Detroit, where he met with 
a serious accident. Ultim ately he fully 
recovered. Then, upon a second illness 
occurring, his wife called in a physician 
in Detroit. My son frequently told me 
th a t some one was poisoning him. 
It 
is learned th a t samples of the medicine 
taken by the dead m an have been sub­ 
mitted to experts for analysis. Darling 
died in Detroit Feb. 13, 1894. and his 
body w as crem ated two days a fte r­ 
ward. 
March 18 last, a little over a 
year after Darling's death, his widow 
m arried Dr. Francis Xavier Sprangei 
of Detroit, who had been her husband’s 
physician. The couple are now in Cali­ 
fornia.

Mayor Baines read his first message 
to the council last evening. 
In it he 
made many suggestions, the document 
being as follows:

cil:—In commencing my term of office 
as mayor of this city, I desire briefly 
to submit to you the following sugges­ 
tions as to the government of the city 
for the coming year: 
Under our special charter, we are 
limited to certain specified sums of 
money, with 
which to meet the ex­ 
penses of carrying on the city govern 
ment; 
as the charter now stands, 
should the city double its population, 
and increase the taxable property ten 
fold, we would ba powerless,whatever 
the necessities of the city might be, to 
raise the necessary means of meeting 
its expenses, if they should exceed the 
sums fixed by the special charter. 
In 
this particular, the city of Janesville 
stands alone among the municipalities 
of the state; all other cities having the 
power to raise money by taxation, 
based upon certain percentages of the 
assessed valuation of property. 
By 
the terms of what is commonly called 
the “ General Charter Law,” cities are 
allowed to raise each year for munici­ 
pal purposes, together with the sums 
required for state, county and school 
purposes, and for delinquent taxes for 
the preceding year, a sum not to ex­ 
ceed three per cent of 
the assessed 
valuation of real and personal prop 
ertv in the city for that year. 
Here­ 
tofore, the city of Janesville has been 
powerless to obtain any relief from 
the adoption of any part of the gen­ 
eral charter. 
By amendments to that 
law, passed this winter, the obstacles 
to the adeption of that part of the 
general charter have been removed, 
and the c;ty can now adopt such por 
tion of it as is needed to give us relief 
in this respect, in lieu of chapter 0 of 
our special charter. We can not go on 
year after 
year, borrowing money 
upon the mayor’s notes with which to 
eke out the necessary expenses of the 
city government; but should at once 
secure the necessary change in the 
special charter by which we can raise 
by taxation such sums as the city’s 
needs demand, consistent with a care­ 
ful and economical administration o 
public affairs. 
I would therefore, rec 
ommend that the council adopt the 
provisions of the general charter law 
relative to the amount to be raised by 
taxation. 


C lerk Should K eep Ta b on T reasurer 
A year ago the city was put to a 
great expense in having an examina­ 
tion made of the books of the out-go­ 
ing treasurer. 
Such expense could be 
avoided in the future, by having the 
city clerk keep a set of hooks that 
would serve as a check against the 
books and funds of the city treasurer. 
I would recommend that the clerk be 
directed to keep such books and would 
further recommend that 
the 
city 
treasurer's books be examined at the 
end of each year by an expert account­ 
ant to be employed by the council. 
P o lic e F orce. 
The city police force now consists 
of the city marshal and two patrol­ 
men, t>. Tether with two special police 
doit>ir t i /b t duty. 
While this force 
may sp«-m small it is not to be ques 
tiontd that the city has been well 
protected, and has been remarkably 
free from crime and street disturb­ 
ance. 
In my judgment, the two spec­ 
ial police doing night duty should be 
dropped from the pay roll, and one 
patrolman assigned to duty during 
the night. 
And I 
recommend that 
the police, when on duty, be required 
to wear the prescribed uniforms.

The city's contract with the Globe 
Light and Heat company for lighting 
portions of the city with oil lamps 
will expire on the first of next Sep­ 
tember. 
The money now expended 
for oil lamps will then provide thirty- 
six additional electric lights. 
With 
the addition of a few more lights and 
a small increase in the fund cf this 
department the city can 
be 
well 
lighted. 
The introduction 
of the 
electric light upon our street ie, I am 
satisfied, a matter of general satisfac­ 
tion and has been a great benefit to 
the city, and with the addition I have 
suggested the city will 
be as well 
lighted as any in the state. 
F ire D ep artm ent. 
A great deal of money can be saved 
in the management cf the fire depart­ 
ment. 
We have now, as you are all 
well aware, an enormous piece cf 
machinery known as the “ aerial lad­ 
der.’' 
Tile buildings in this city upon 
which such a ladder might be used are 
very few and are all located in the 
immediate center of the city. 
Yet 
we 6ee 
this 
monstrous 
piece 
of 
machinery dragged out to a lire and 
given as much importance at a burn­ 
ing barn as it would if the whole bus­ 
iness section of the city Were blazing. 
The expense of maintaining this ladder 
for one year, that so far, 
in many 
years has been of no use to us, would 
put stand pipes and fire escapes upon 
every block of three story buildings in 
the city, and we could better afford to 
put stand pipes and fire escapes upon 
all such buildings than to continue 
paying out money upon this machine. 
If it cannot be disposed of it 6/iould be 
stored away. 
About a year ago the 
city bought a new team of horses for 
the west 6ide engine house. 
The old 
team is still kept up at tho expense of 
the city and we have no use for them. 
In ray judgment one team should be 
sold, the ladder should be removed 
from the engine house and the wagon 
now standing in the shed with our 
new and best hose should be put in 
its place. 
This would provide the city 
with three hose wagons, two of which 
are all that is needed for any ordinary 
fire, and one could be kept in reserve 
in case of a second alarm. 
In this connection I would recom­ 
mend that room be provided at the 
west side fire station for the stabling 
of the city marshal's horse. 
By car­ 
ing for the same at the fire station a 
saving of 8100 to 8150 per year can 
be made to the city. 
The annual ap­ 
propriation for the fire department is 
$7000. 
It also receives $1,500 pf the 
license money, 
making $11,500, and 
yet we find the fund of this depart­ 
ment constantly running behind. 
In 
the past year the city has been ob­ 
liged to borrow $2,000 for its use. 
Besides this there is about $1,100 in 
outstanding bills no w to be paid out 
of this fund and only about enough 
money in to pay April salaries.

could be made permanent in its na­ 
ture. 
Instead of the streets B a c h as 
we now hare we could in a few years, 
and at a small expense, hare durable, 
smooth highways, that once made 
would call for but small annual expen­ 
diture thereafter. 
And in this con­ 
nection I would recommend the adop­ 
tion of those parts of the general 
charter law 
proriding 
means for 
street improrement, beliering the sys­ 
tem to be better than that of our 
special charter. 
The sidewalks this spring ate in bad 
condition in many parts of the city. 
Members of the council must bear in 
mind that knowledge upon their part 
or upon the part of the mayor, of de 
fed s of streets or sidewalks, charges 
the city with notice; and wherever a 
member knows of a broken or dan­ 
gerous walk, he should lose no time la 
seeing that necessary steps are taken 
to correct the evil. 
This m atter must 
not be left solely to the street com­ 
missioner. 
Under the charter the 
street commissioner must inspect all 
sidewalks and report to the council in 
ten days from the time he goes into 
office, what, in his judgment are de­ 
fective,and need repairs or rebuilding. 
This duty of the street commissioner 
has been systematically neglected in 
past years, but ii is a duty that should 
be performed. 
The danger to pedes­ 
trians from a broken walk or in a de­ 
fective street is a serious one, and the 
danger to the city on being called up­ 
on for damages is not to be overlooked. 
This duty to see that our walka< 
and streets are safe is one that 
must not be lightly regarded. 
There 
are now four actions pending in court 
for damages to individuals by broken 
sidewalks. The city has suffered much 
by litigation of this kind. 
Property 
owners should ba compelled to p it 
their sidewalks in order sud the city 
saved from the burden of the costs 
and damages that in the past has been 
a serious one. 
The former council was offered the 
ownership of 
the Jackson 
street 
bridge. 
As this is a bridge that cost 
the citizens several thousand dollars, 
the propostion should be acted upon 
at once. 
The Milwaukee street bridge is in a 
dangerous condition. The street com­ 
missioner has put aomene w planks over 
the block paving to prevent any acci­ 
dent. This should bn repaired at once 
if possible, or a new bridge put in its 
p’ace. 
G eneral C harter. 
I especially desire that members of 
the council become familiar with the 
provisions of what is known as the 
general charter law. 
While it may 
not be deemed* advisable to adopt this 
charter as a whole, many parts of it, I 
am satisfied, may be adopted with 
great advantage to us, instead of or 
in addition to the present charter un­ 
der which our city government exists. 
I especially refer to section 156, pro­ 
viding that the common council may 
borrow money as needed for city ex­ 
penses; and also sec ions 127 and 128 
and 129, relative to deposits of money 
in bank, and contracts 
for interest 
thereon. 
Under our present charter 
no contract for interest can be made 
and much money is annually lost to 
the city in the way of interest that 
could be collected if these conditions 
of the general charter were incorpor­ 
ated into our special charter. 
Many 
amendments have been made to the 
general law this winter. 
When these 
amendments are before us so we can 
see what changes have been made, I 
shall ask this council to take up this 
m atter of 
incorporating 
desirable 
features of the general law into our 
special city charter.

But, judg­ 
ing from the letters and other w ritings 
of the im mortal George that are now 
extant, the teacher knew very little 
about orthography. 
At least he taught 
young George very little, for his spelling 
would drive a modern schoolmaster to 
drink.

then soused in warm soapsuds, rinsed and 
finally pulled out and carefully pinned 
down while dump. Laces m ust he soused, 
gently squeezed and clapped between tho 
hands u n til dry or nearly so.

Tie w hitened by letting them stand covered 
w ith soapsuds in tho sun. 
Fine bread 
crum bs rubbed on will clean lace th at is 
not very m uch soiled. 
White cotton laces 
arc washed in warm soapsuds, well rinsed, 
then boiled, rinsed again, clapped nearly 
dry aud pinned down on a smooth bed 
over a clean tow el. Every point of tho scal­ 
lops should be pinned, lf laces are ironed, 
which the best cleaners do not approve of, 
the ironing should be done over a soft flan­ 
nel cloth, and w ith a cloth between the 
iron and lace. 
Lace is still m uch used for trim m ing 
both iii m illinery ami for gowns. 
It is a 
good plan not to stitch the more delicate 
kinds on the gown by machine, but to 
lightly baste them on by hand, so that 
they may be quickly and easily removed to 
be cleaned or freshened.
